Two years ago, Mrs. Adams said, the 
memorial was the dream of 200 mem- 
bers of the foundation, but todyvy the 
dream is a nightmare. The money al- 
ready collected, she said, has been used 
to meet expenses of the organization 
and today the foundation is without 
funds and In debt Some of the money 
collected for the memorial was never 
turned in, she charged 


To Ask Dissolution.

Left by First Wife, He Killed 
Her Sister Nine Years Ago, 
Prisoner Says. 


CONSCIENCE-STRICKEN 
WHILE IN JAIL AS THIEF 


Slew Brother of His Second 
Spouse for Insurance in 
Indiana, He Says. 


Los Angeles, May 12 (A.P.).—The con- 
fessions of James William Huff to the 
murder of a girl in Indiana, and a 
youth here were discounted by investi- 
gating officials late today as delusions 
resulting probably from shell shock and 
five wounds received in the World War. 

Huff's confessions were denied in de- 
tail by his wife this afternoon, and 
sheriff’s deputies said that Huff made a 
partial confession a month ago which 
differed materially from his latest. 

During Friday night th»? 27-year-old 
man, who is in the county jail serving 
a short term for petty larceny, confessed 
because of an asserted stricken con- 
science that he fatally poisoned 17-year- 
old Ruth Little at Summitville, Ind. 
in 1919. He then confessed to poison- 
ing James L. Carroll, his 18-year-old 
brother-in-law, here three years ago. 


The latter crime, Huff declared, was 
committed with the aid of his wife, 
Emma Carroll Huff, to obtain $2,500 in- 
surance on Carroll’s life which later 
was found to have lapsed. 


Wife Says He Is “Crazy.” 


Called before the sheriff's deputies 
today, Mrs. Huff denied the confessed 
murders in detail and declared that her 
husband was “crazy” and had been 
ever since she married him. 

“ The officers said that Huff’s confes- 
sion of March 12 last accused his wife 
and another man of murdering Carroll 
with a hypodermic needle injection 
which forced an “air bubble” to strike 
the youth’s heart. 

The investigating officers indicated 
Huff would be placed under observation 
to determine his sanity. 

Huff, who said he went under the 
alias of James Hooven while in Indiana, 
declared in a dictated confession that 
he slew the girl for vengeance on his 
first wife and he and his second wife 
plotted the death of her brother to ob- 
tain $2,500 life insurance. He said he 
attended the funcrals of both of his 
alleged victims.

Becoming conscience-stricken while 
serving a six months sentence for petty 
theft, Huff called Jaller Frank Dewar 
to his cell. Dewar had become s6u- 
spicious of Huff, he said, because of 
the latter’s inability to sleep. The con- 
fession was taken down in shorthand 
in the presence of several officers.

Kansas City, May 12 (A.P.).—Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell, of Pittsburgh, 
received a unanimous vote ot confi- 
dence from the quadrennial general 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church here today when a complaint 
against him of “maladministration and 
immorality” was ordered expunged as 
wholly without foundation. 

Several ovations were extended to the 
bishop following his dramatic floor ap- 
peal that the conference take immediate 
action in order that he might be re- 
lieved of the embarrassment in con- 
nection with the technical charge of 
“immorality.” 

Bishop McConnell strongly protested 
use by the Rev. George A. Cooke, of 
Wilmington, Del., of the word “immor- 
ality” in charging him with certifying 
to incomplete reports of the Wilming- 
ton annual conference in March, 1927, 
and tn giving approval to the teachings 
of evolution. 

The conference condemned “the ut- 
terly false and mischievous use” of the 
word in question and ordered the whole 
complaint dismissed on a resolution by 
#. H. Cherrington, of Westerville, Ohio, 
and amended by Dr. Harold Paul Sloan, 
of Haddonfield, N. J 

Today’s appeal was Bishop McCon- 
nell’s first recognition of the charges, 
filed a week ago, although leading 
churchmen then stron¢g*y protested Mr. 
Cooke's use of the word “immorality,” 
because of the wrong impression it 
gave. 


Report Is Ordered.

bishop” the conference ordered the 
episcopacy committee to examine the 
Cooke complaint and to make a com- 
plete report May 15. 

Bishop McConnell was the first of 
four of the church's 37 effective bishops 
to be cleared of various charges 
brought against them in the present 
conference. Bishop Anton Bast, of 
Copenhagen, now is on trial before an 
ecclestiastical court on charges of im- 
prudent conduct. 

Complaints that they 
tain information from 
ficials in America in connection with 
Bishop Bast’s civil trial in Denmark in 
1925 on charges of misuse of charity 
funds, are on file against Bishops John 
L Nuelsen, of Zurich, Switzerland, and 
Edgar Blake, of Paris.

Rome, May 12 (A.P.).—A “jury of 
honor” decided today that a duel is 
the only way that Roberto Farinaccli, 
former secretary of the Fascist party, 
and Editor Settimelli of the Impero 
satisfactorily can settle their dispute. 

The jury found that the editor had 
written a letter to Farinacci couched 
in excessive and unjustified terms and 
regretted that the dispute between the 
pair which had hitherto “been main- 
tained within the usual journalistic 
bounds, could have had such an epi- 
logue.” 

Consequently the jury decided that 
the difference should be followed up by 
the methods “normally imposed bj 
chivalrous custom.” Farinacci has 
named as his seconds Umberto Gug- 
Helmotti, secretary of the Rome Fas- 
cists, and Mino Mori, while the ect‘tor 
has selected his coworkers, 
and Mario Dessy. 

The fiery Roberto Farinacc! ha 
in one violent dispute after another 
since aiding the triumphant growth of 
fascism. In September, 1924, he 
reported to have been wounded in a 
duel by Prince Pignatelli. In the last 
two years he has received three other 
challenges, although the duels were 
‘ater called off. At least two attempts 
have been made to assassinate him, 
while his ungovernable tongue finally 
led him into a clash with his chief, 
Mussolini, which vas promptly follow- 
ed by his resigning his post in the 
party.

FATAL TO 4 WOMEN :: 


Six Persons Seriously Hurt, 
15 Others Scalded When 
Mangle Blows Up. 


Kokomo, Ind., May 12 (A.P.).—Four 
women were Killed, Six persc'ls were se- 
rlously injured and fifteen others 
suffering from shock and brutses 
result of the explosion oi: a flat 
steam mangle in the Fridlin Laundry 
here this morning. The women were 
working on the mangle when the blast 
occurred.

Many 
of the workers were scalded by the 
steam which filled the room. 


2 FORD AVIATORS DIE 
IN CRASH AT AIRPORT 


Loaded Freight Plane Spins 
to Ground After Hop-Off: 
Dead Pilot Blamed. 


Detroit, May 12 (A.P.).—Two pilots 
of the Ford Motor Co. were killed to- 
day when a loaded trimotor transport 
plane crashed and caught fire soon 
after taking off from the Ford Altrport 
at 8:45 a. m. The then killed were 
William Munn and E. K. Parker, both 
of Detroit. 

The pilots were on their first regular 
run to Buffalo, N. Y., on a freight 
route. 

Edward C. Hamilton, chief of opera- 
tions of the Ford Air Line Service, sald 
that the accident occurred when Munn. 
who was at the controls, forced the 
plane off the ground without sufficient 
flying speed. 

Soon after rising the big airship 
stalled, slid off on one wing and spun 
to the ground near the Michigan Cen- 
tral Railroad tracks close to the air- 
port The plane was wrecked and both 
men are believed to have died almost 
instantly. 

Munn formerly was a test pilot for 
the Hess Airplane Co., of Wyandotte, 
a suburb. Parker formerly resided at 
Denver, Colo. Both were married and 
both only recently had become pilots 
for the Ford Air Line Service.

Land Little Known. 


(Associated Press.) 

Northern Land, also known as Lenin- 
land, and formerly Nicholas II Land, 
which Gen. Umberto Nobile plans to 
explore in the dirigible, Italia, was dis- 
covered by a Russian government ex- 
pedition in 1913. On the map prepared 
by the explorer, Fridtjof Nansen,. it 
occupies a space on the Siberian shelf 
unexplored toward the West. It ex- 
tends from 78 degrees north latitude 
at its Southern border an unknown dis- 
tance toward the pole, at least beyond 
81 degrees north. 

An attempt to explore this little- 
known country Friday by Gen. Nobile 
in the Italia was balked by thick fog 
and a snowstorm and the dirigible was 
slightly damaged in landing at her 
base at Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, on the 
return trip. 

Little is known of the geology of the 
island. Nansen, writing in a recent 
publication of the National Geographie 
Society. noted that it was built up. of 
glacial drift, probably deposited around 
a nucleus of bed rock. Most of the 
polar explorers, including Commander 
Richard E. Byrd, have visualized the 
spot as a base for aerial expeditions to 
discover new land near the pole.

Secretary Mellon’s words of advice to

Al- 
ready the Hoover managers are claim- 
ing upward of 500 delegates already se- 
lected or definitely assured, although 
these claims are hotly contradicted at 
many points by the opposition.

Help Seen by Norris and Borah,

$241,274 REPORTED 
AS HOOVER EXPENSES 


McMaster, However, Inti- 
mates Final Total Will Be 
Near $300,000. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
Former Gov. Lowden, of Illinois, will 
appear before the Senate committee in- 
vestigating campaign expenditures to- 
morrow. It will be his first appearance 
before such a committee, but not his 
first experience with one. 

A similar committee in 1920 is credit- 
ed with killing his chances for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. Cam- 
paign expenditures totaling %414,987 
were disclosed as having been made in 
his behalf and although this compared 
exceedingly well with the $1,773,330 
expended in behalf of Maj. Gen. Leon- 
ard E. Wood, the fact that some of it 
was charged to have been used illegiti- 
mately counted heavily against the for- 
mer Illinois governor. 

Although the governor admittedly 
knew nothing about the transaction, 
the payment of some of his money to 
two East St. Louls delegates was con- 
sidered the strongest argument against 
his nomination. His friends say that 
he learned his lesson and has spent very 
little, if any, of his own money this 
time and has not let any one else make 
large expenditures in his behalf. Since 
his ill-fated campaign of 1920, he has 
been offered the vice presidential nomi- 
nation and ambassadorships, but de- 
clined them all and he now returns to 
the spotlight as a champion of the 
middle West. 

The investigating committee yester- 
day finished the examination of James 
"7. Good, of the Hoover headquarters 
here. it also heard Perry K. 


treasurer of the Washington committee. 

Revising his figures on the basis of 
more complete information, Mr. Good 
told the committee that total expendi- 
tures that had come within the pur- 
view of the Washington committee were 
$241,274, with no reports from several 
States, in none of which, however, with 
the exception of West Virginia, is there 
a contest. He insisted that the total ex- 
penditures would not reach more than 
$250,000, which he compared with a 
similar total made in behalf of Presi- 
dent Coolidge in 1924. 

Members of the committee, especially 
Senator McMaster, of South Dakota, in- 
clined to hold that the total would 
come near $300,000. Mr. Good again in- 
terspersed his testimony with eulogies 
of the Secretary. 

Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, ques- 
tioned him about the 827,000 expendi- 
ture in behalf of Mr. Hoover in south- 
ern California, where there was no con- 
test. Promising to try to get the ex- 
penditure in northern California, Mr. 
Good said: 


Compares Smith Expenditures. 


“I assume there has been no contest 
against Smith in New York, yet his 
friends raised a great deal of money 
there.” 

Expenditures had been necessary In 
New York, he said, in connection with 
the Hoover activities withih the organ- 


ization.

Agreements announced yesterday by 
the Senate and House conferees on 
the two measures showed virtually 
unanimous approval of the bills as 
finally worked out in conference. House 
approval is required first on both bills, 
and this will be sought probably to- 
morrow. 

The Senate then must act and no 
contest is looked for there on either 
proposition. Leaders are confident the 
two pleces of legislation can be put tn 
the President’s hands by Wednesday. 


Coolidge Studying Flood Bill. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Coolidge is studying 
the first and probably the most: com- 
prehensive legislative product of the 
session—the flood control] bill, which 
he expects to sign. 

Conferees of the Senate and House

Reapportionment Bill 


To Have Right of Way. 


(Associated Press.) 
Representative Tilson,

HOUSE PASSES ROAD 
BILL WIDENING LAW 


Grants Greater Discretion in 
Application of Federal 
Aid to Highways. 


(Associated Press.) 

The House passed an amended Senate 
bill yesterday to give broader discre- 
tion in the use of Federal aid highway 
funds to States having more than 5 per 
cent of their total area in unappro- 
priated public lands and nontaxable 
Indian lands. The measure goes back 


to the Senate for conourrence in the 
changes. Under the measure the States 
would be permitted to apply Federal 
funds, up to and including the whole 
cost of projects on the primary system 
of Federal aid highways or roads on the 
secondary system needed to make the 
proper connections with the primary 
system in an adjoining State. 

It carries a provision that the State 
funds released from the project must 
be applied toward the construction of 
other projects on the system under the 
direction of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 

The bill does not carry any additional 
appropriations for the States. Another 
section of the measure would permit 
the States to compute 7 per cent of the 
total road mileage on which Federal 
aid may be applied without counting 
the mileage through public lands and 
forest reserves that form a necessary 
part of the connected system of Federa! 
aid highways. This provision, it was 
estimated, would not add more than 
60 miles in any State.

There would be men of al! ages, trom

dashing adventure. 

And there would be women, too; 
bored, rich ones, with fond visions of 
heated igloos staffed by a retinue of 
servants, and hero-worshiping young 
ones with romantic notions of impos- 
sible dramas in which they would in- 
evitably be cast as the dashing heroines. 

Commander Byrd receives an average 
of about 40 such ap ‘ications a day, 
largely from people whose only com- 
mon bond is their monetary desire and 
their almost universal unfitness for 
any expedition in which hardship, la- 
bor, technical training and persever- 
ence under trying conditions are the 
component parts 

Not all the women who write to the 
air conqueror of the North Pole, how- 
ever, want to accompany him ‘to the 
frozen westes. About four a day write 
him soft letters that a matinee ido) 
might preen himself over, but which 
Byrd merely tosses aside w th a smile 

The rest of the filer’s daily mail, to 
which he and a secretary have to devote 
most of their mornings, and which runs 
from 50 to 200 letters, is divided be- 
tween pleas for financial assistance 
letters of advice from people who don’t 
think much of aviation and hate to see 
a nice man wasting his time at it, invi- 
tations to\speak at meetings or dinners, 
and rambling letters of no special im- 
port. 

A less efficient man might find such 
a daily load of mail an almost unbear- 
able burden in the busy season of prep- 
aration for such an adventure as Byrd 
is now planning, the South Pole flight, 
but he takes it all in his stride and 
shows no trace of annoyance going 
calmly on to the other duties of the day

But by 11 o’clock 
he is through, and for an hour he re- 
laxes, reading as he sips a glass of milk 
and eats a few crackers. By midnight 
he is in bed, and when his work Is 
cleared up early he often is asleep 
an hour before: that, storing up the 
strength which later he will be called 
on to send him circling above the 
South Pole.

Friedrich Leopold, of Prussia, 
Forced by Court to 
Pay Employe. 


May 12 (A.P.).—The federal 
court rejected the appeal of 
Friedrich Leopold of Prussia 
Of the former Kaiser and re- 
puted one of the wealthiest Hohenzol- 
lerns, for exemption from paying his 
former court functionary, H. Willie, a 
monthly pension of 130 marks (about 
$33) as awarded by the lower courts. 

Prince Friedrich Leopold is the owner 
of the two historical castles at Glienicke. 
near Potsdam, besides possessing a pa- 
latial villa at Lugano, Switzerland. His 
erratic behavior repeatedly gave rise to 
bitter conflicts between himself and his 
imperial cousin. His present refusal to 
pension a functionary who was in his 
employ since 1899 was based on the plea 
of inability to pension former employes 
because of the heavy losses ne had in- 
curred by the inflation of German cur- 
rency, and that therefore it behooved 
the state of Prussia to take over such 
obligations 


Rembrandt Brings 
$136,000 at Berlin 


Berlin, May 12 (A.P.). — Germany’s 
most valuable private art collection. 
owned by Oscar Huldschinsky, Upper 
Silesian iron magnate, on auction 
brought a sensation after the first hour, 
when $136,000 was pald for Rembrandt’s 
portrait of Hendrickje Stoffels. The 
purchasers were New York and London 
dealers. Frans Hals’ portrait of Franz 
Post was sold at $72,000. Rubens’ “Con- 
sul Decius Questioning the Augurs” 
brought $18,000. while Van Ruisdael’s 
“Haarlem Viewed From the Dunes” 
brought $19,000. 

The two-day auction netted an aggre- 
gate of $1,196,000, unequaled in Ger- 
many since 1912.

| ANY complaints have been regis- 
| tered in recent years because of 

the early opening of the’ major 
' league soantadt seasons, but, apparently. 
no action has been taken by the sched- 
ule-makers. Conditions his spring 
were worse than ever, fans who at- 
tended the early games taking their 
lives in their hands As a matter of 
fact, asking athletes to play in near- 
freezing weather immediately upon 
their return from their Southern train- 
ing camps also is a hardship on them 
and, to a certain extent, undoes much 
of the good which their preliminary 
work did for them. 

And, as weather conditions vary in 
the several league cities, those teams 
playing uncer “winter rules” are at a 
great disadvantage in competing with 
rivals who are fortunate enough to have 
normal] weather at the start 

A glance at the big league schedules 
shows any number of open dates wasted 
throughout: a season. There are 174 
days between the opening and closing 
games of the 1928 American League 
game-list. with but 154 games to be 
played. This means that the season 
could be started 20 days later and 
finish at the same time if every day 
were used. 


The Nationals, for Instance, have 
®°3 blank dates on thelr schedule, 
as double-headers are booked on 
Decoration Day, Independence Day 
and Laber Day. One day was wasted 
last month, two will not be used 
this month and, as the weather gets 
more and more favorable for base- 
ball, more and more blank dates 


appear on the schedule. 


There are three open days in both 
‘June and July and seven each in 
August and September. In August, the 
Nats only play once between the 28th 
and the first of the following month. 
while they draw four blanks in a row 
in September, the llth, 12th, 13th and 
14th r 

In the National League, conditions 
aré somewhat similar, a glance through 
its schedule showing 33 days on which 
only six teams play. 20 days on which 
only four teams ‘se acticn, and 7 days 
on which only one game is booked. 

President Clark Griffith, of the 
Washington Club, has intormally taken 
ur. this question of a later start with 
the members of the joint schedule com- 
mittee, which assigns the playing dates 
to clubs of both leagues but has got- 
ten no satisfaction.

An tnteresting question then 
arises. Shall this top-notcher, who 
knows that he really belongs in the 
first sixteen, withdraw from the 
tournament, or is it better sports- 
manship for him to play through 
in some other flight? 


If he stays in ie is criticized; 
goes out he is charged with high-hat- 
ting the rest of the field. For no fault 
of his own, except that he did not play 
good golf, he is between the devil and 
the deep sea. Yet there have been 
numerous second, third and even fourth 
and fifth sixteens where the winner 
was easily predictable as soon as the 
pairings were announced. 

One way to remedy this difficulty 
would be to have a record of the handi- 
caps of al] the players and then allow 
no one to qualify more than one six- 
teen below. In other words, a player 
with a handicap of 8, for instance, if 
he failed to make the grade for the 
first sixteen would not be paired in 
competition against players whose han- 
dicaps range from 14 to 18. Everybody 
knows that this frequently happens. 
and that it is palpably unfair. 

Yet how is it to be overcome? The 
question is submitted for the considera- 
tion of golf committees. It is one 
which vitally concerns every golfer, 
especially those who are willing to play 
against men of their own caliber, but 
who do not want to start from the 
first tee with the certain Knowledge 
that they are hopelessly outclassed.

Winter Prices Reduced, 


Soft winter wheat prices were also 
eharply reduced, particularly at St. 
Louls where Western white and red 
winter wheat has accumulated and 
weakened the market. Soft red winter 
was quoted 15c to 20c lower than a 
week ago, No. 2 red selling at $1.95@ 
197. The substitution of low protein 
hard winter has also become a weak- 
ening factor in the soft winter wheat 
market. Demand from Southern mills 
was the dullest for some time, particu- 
larly at Cincinnati where No. 2 red 
was quoted May 11 at $1.98@2.00 per 
bushel. No. 2 red was quoted at Tole- 
do at $1.98@1.99 and nominally at Chi- 
cago at $2.01 per bushel. 

An easier tone prevailed in the spring 
wheat markets with milling demand 
slow.

The apportionment of the scholar- . ae | 
ships by the educational foundation Bes 
follows receipt by the American Bank- 
ers Association of $469,377 of the fund 
of $500,000 subscribed for educational 
purposes as ah appropriate marking of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the associa- 
tion and is the sequel to the report of 
John H. Puelicher, chairman of the 
board of trustees, to the executive coun- 
cil at its recent meeting in Augusta, Ga. 

In each of the selected colleges a 
committee is to be appointed to make 
the awards, one member of which will 
be a banker selected by the president of 
the college. Applications must be made 
direct to the colleges and not to the 
educational foundation. 

The conditions under which the 
scholarships are placed were given by 
Mr. Puelicher and are set forth in the 
current issue of the Amrerican Bankers 
Association Journal as follows: 

“The board of trustees has now so 
shaped its affairs that it is ready to 
award scholarships in the _ selected 
schools of the various States which have | 
completed their quota. 

“One scholarship will be awarded to | 
a higher institution of learning in 1928 | 
in every State in which the quota of | 
that State has been covered by cash | 
payments or by collectible pledges due | 
at a definite date. Additional scholar- | 
ships shall be awarded to higher insti- | 
tutions of learning in every State for 
the amount of -:its quota or contribu- 
tions above $1,000 on the basis of one | 
scholarship for each unit of $2,000 or 
fraction thereof in the amount of $500.”

REPUBLICANS OUT TO WIN. 


If Herbert Hoover had carried the 
Indiana primary the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation would have seen the handwriting 
on the wall and would have taken instruc- 
tions to vote for him at Kansas City. 
The Pennsylvania delegates and alter- 
nates who held a caucus’ yesterday 
decided to go to Kansas City without 
instructions. Secretary Mellon, while 
praising Mr, Hoover, advised’ against 
commitment to him or any other candi- 
date. 


This is the most significant develop- 


ment in Republican national politics. It 
emphasizes the importance of Senator 
Watson’s victory over Mr. Hoover in 
Indiana, and possibly it foreshadows the 
action of the national convention. 

The one thing upon which Republicans 
are united is the desire to win the Presi- 
dency. Upon that hangs the political 
fate of thousands of Republican leaders 
in all the States. They will continue to 
fight for the nomination of this or that 
candidate, but in the end they wil] do 
their utmost to concentrate upon a nomi- 
nee who in their opinion can beat Gov. 
Smith. If any candidate suffers under 
a handicap that would increase the doubt 
as to his ability to beat Smith, he will 
be set aside. The most ardent followers 
of any candidate will quit him and sup- 
port another, if it becomes evident that 
their first choice can not command the 
united support of Republicans in the 
East and West. 

Although Mr, Hoover received a {flat- 
tering vote in Indiana, everything con- 
sidered, an analysis of the vote shows 
unmistakably that the’disaffection of the 
farm element is not a myth. It is a vital 
force throughout the Mississippi Valley, 
threatening to defeat the Republican 
party if it nominates a candidate who is 
objectionable to the farmers. Republi- 
cans everywhere are becoming alive to 
this danger, and they will not persist in 
supporting any leader who has been 
marked for slaughter by the farmers. 

Gov. Smith’s amazing popularity in the 
Mississippi Valley creates a situation that 
instantly commands the attention -of 
Republicans in Pennsylvania, New York 
and all other States. This is not neces- 
sarily a Republican year, when a Demo- 
crat appears who is’ extraordinarily 
strong in both East and West. There 
are perhaps 4,000,000 new presidential 
voters this year, young men and women 
who are not bound by tradition to any 
party. There is popular unrest and a 
desire for change. The Republican party 
is supposed to have nearly 50 per cent 
greater strength than the Democratic 
party, but it wields this strength only 
when it is united and enthusiastic. Give 
it a candidate who can not unite the 
party, and place against him Gov. Al 
Smith, who unites Democrats and arouses 
the enthusiasm of independents who are 
looking for a change, and the Republican 
party may easily lose. 


™ This is the last thing that Republicans 
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desire; the last thing that they will per- 
mit to happen if they can’ prevent it by 
cooperation at Kansas City. The grand 
old party will have lost its cunning, in- 
deed, if it leaves Kansas City with a 
nominee who is foredoomed to meet the 
angry opposition of Republican States in 
the Mississippi Valley. 


OFFICIAL MURDER. 
Following the shooting of J. D. Han- 
son, of Niagara Falls, by members of a 
rum patrol, it is announced that the 
Prohibition Bureau does not countenance 
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the unauthorized use of firearms by its 
agents. They are furnished with re- 
volvers, according to Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Doran, for self-defense, or to pre- 
vent commission of a felony. ‘“‘We are 
not going to put up with firing on vehicles 


on highways whether they stop when 
commanded or not,” said Dr. Doran. “We 


will certainly not shield officers charged 
with this offense, and we will aid States 
at any time within reasonable limits.” 
‘If the prohibition commissioner means 
what he says this is a decided reversal 
in policy on. the part of those charged 
with prohibition enforcement. In the 
past those charged with the administra- 
tion of the dry law appear to have “put 
up with” anything in the name of the 
eighteenth amendment. Vehicles on the 
highways have been fired on, for no other 
reason than that the occupants refused 
to halt when told to do so by unidentified 
officers of the law. Officers who have 
shot.down men in the name of prohibition 
have been shielded. The prohibition en- 
forcement officials have not aided the 
States even within reasonable limits, It 
has always been insisted that agents in 
such cases must be tried in the Federal 
courts, and United States attorneys have 
acted as defenders instead of prosecutors.

Similar outrages were com- 
mitted against Japanese citizens at Tsi- 
nan, and wholesale massacre was threat- 
ened as the Nationalist hordes swarmed 
into the city and began looting and burn- 
ing. | 

The Chinese who are engaged In civil 
war are doing more to destroy their 
country than Japan could do, even if 
Japan were bent upon aggression. The 
anarchy and famine in China are the re- 
sult of the crimes of the Chinese war 
lords who sacrifice their country to their 
own greed. When the crazed multitude 
composing the northern and southern 
armies in China come into collision the 
lives and property of foreigners are in 
deadly danger. Japan foresaw this 
danger at Tsinan and stationed a force 
there, fortunately strong enough to beat 
off the Chinese. Then, when this force 
was threatened by the Nationalist army, 
it was necessary to dispatch reinforce- 
ments and clean out the Tsinan area 
entirely. The Japanese government has 
acted with commendable promptitude in 
defending its people. It has a right to 
expect all nations to give it credit for 
honorable intentions in dealing with a 
most embarrassing emergency. 

As between the statements of Chinese 
representing factions that have already 
proved .to be destroyers of foreign lives, 
and the statements of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, which has not interfered in 
China except to protect Japanese citi- 
zens, Americans will believe the Japa- 
nese, 

The life of a saintly American woman 
has just been taken by Chinese National- 
ists near Tsinan. No one can charge any 
uch crime against Japanese soldiers. 

If Japan will make known that it is 
acting solely in defense of its people, and 
will not seize upon the present disorder 
as an opportunity for aggression against 
Chinese territorial integrity; the world 
will retain its confidence in Japan.

NEW JERSEY’S CAMPAIGN. 

No matter where a New Jersey Repub- 
lican stands on the question of prohibi- 
tion, he will have an opportunity in Tues- 
day’s primary to register a vote in be- 
half of a sympathetic senatorial candi- 
daté. Five candidates are in the race, 
ranging from bone-dry to dripping wet, 
and the fight they are making before 
the electorate overshadows all others in 
interest. The Democrats are solidly be- 
hind Senator Edward I. Edwards for re- 
election, and the presidential vote re- 
solves itself into a .pro-forma indorse- 
ment of Hooyer and Smith. 

Public opinion in New Jersey has con- 
sidered prohibition an issue above party 
lines ever since the adoption of the 
aighteenth amendment.

(Republican) are politically wet. Wet 
governors have been elected for the last 
three terms.

Similarly, the coal producers 
in the North insist that unless the pres- 
ent differential is maintained they will 
be deprived of their market in the same 
territory. 

Meanwhile the power of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has been serious- 
ly challenged. Heretofore, the commis- 
sion has had the right to fix both 
minimum and maximum rates. In 
the present instance the Southern 
roads appealed to the courts when 
the commission refused to sanction a 
voluntary rate reduction. A stay has 
been granted to the roads, preventing 
the commissign order prohibiting the re- 
duction from going into force, and until 


the case can be heard by the Supreme 
Court there the matter rests. 

The result then of the play of politics 
in connection with the lake cargo coal 
case, which began over the appointment 
of Cyrus Woods to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, is that a railroad war 
has been added to the existing coal war 
and the usefulness of the commission has 
been curtailed, both by the _ political

Floods—Constant Dredging 
Must Be Continued, It Is 
* Stated by Correspondent.

The levee system of the past has 
‘proven of temporary benefit, but has 
Produced a situation most difficult to

Tt has been estimated that nearly two

The nearly level character of the 
southern part of this territory always 
has been, and will continue to be, a 
problem to be encountered or all time, 
the solution of which must be had for 
future protection. 

It will be .well for those who have 
the project in hand to remember that 
more than 40 per cent of the territory 
in the United States drains into the 
Mississippi Valley and more than one- 
half of the States of the Union con- 
tribute their quota, not to mention the 
volume added through the Chicago 
drainiage canal from the Great “akes. It 
would require but a slight lowering of 
that canal bed to divert the flow from 
Lakes Superior, Huron and ichigan to 
the Mississippi Valley, iistead of their 
Natural outlet to the Gulf of S&t. 
Lawrence. 

The topography of the country lying 
between the Allegheny and Rocky 
Mountains together with the nature of 
the soil should be taken tnto consider- 
ation, for a long distance above the 
Gulf of Mexico the soil is alluvial and 
therefore easily eroded. There is a

Story That John Wilkes Booth Was 
Not Killed But Escaped and Is 
Still Living In Texas, Disguised, 
Revived Through Tale of Actor, 
to Which Profession Assassin of 
Lincoln Belonged. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
There is a story that has persisted 
throughou* the years that John Wilkes 
Booth was never captured nor killed. 
It matters not at all now. but if he 
had been killed quite often before he 
snuffed out the life of one of the best 
men on earth and the best friend to 
the South that was then on the North- 
ern side of the Civil War, it would 
have been a Godsend to the South. 

Some years ago I was somewhat in- 
timately associated with a man here 
in Washington whom I will call Smith, 
Smith said to me one day: “Do you 
know that Boston Corbett and his men 
never killed Booth. but did kill a young 
man who was in that barn at the time, 
& young man who knew nothing of the 
assassination of President Lincoln, a 
young man who was trapped there and 
fought to his death?” 

“No, I did not know that. 
you know it?” 


How 


“Well, prior to coming to Washing- | 


ton and settling down I was a travel- 
ing theatrical man, an actor of the 
Stage with a theatrical company. That 
was twenty years ago. (About 40 years 
ago from 1928). Booth escaped from 
the barn, fearing pursuit and capture 
Or death, leaving David Herod, the 
Washington boy who had been fasci- 
nated by Booth and who had held 
Booth’s horses at the rear of Ford’s 
Theater the night of the shooting of 
Lincoln. About ten miles from the 
barn Booth discovered that he had left 
at the barn some papers that he 
wanted. He met the young man who 
was killed as John Wilkes Booth by 
Boston Corbett’s party at the barn. 
Booth had directed this young man to 
the barn and paid him liberally to go 
there and get the papers and bring 
them to him farther down the coun- 
try. The sequel is history. 

“The reason I know it is because 
there is professional courtesy and* se- 


crecy between people of the same pro- | 


fession, remarkably so of the theatri- 
cal profession. I have seen and talked 
with men and women on the road who 
had seen and talked with John Wilkes 
Booth. He is in a far southwestern 
Texas county, Uving out the ave-old 
tragedy of a hunted murderer. He has 
been a local music teacher and painter 
there for many years He got into 
Mexico after escaping the dragnet set 
for him in this country, but came back 
across the line and settled hundreds 
of miles from a railroad. Edwin Booth 
saw his brother, John Wilkes Booth, 
nearly every time he went to Houston 
or San Antonio. Tex.”

a remarkable story from every angle 
and you must be more wedded to your 
theatrical profession than you are & 
patriot to your country Now, you are 
a Northern man and I am a Southern 
man, and if John Wilkes Booth ts not 
dead and comes within my power that 
will be the end of him. He killed the 
best friend we had and ushered in 
those horrible Andrew Johnson years 
of murder and burning.” 

1 was never thoroughly convinced of 
the truth of Smith's story, but what 
appeared to be a corroboration appear- 
ed about six years ago in the Oklahoma 
City News. (I think the News was the 
name of the paper.) A long article 
was printed purporting to be a 
posthumous letter to the public writ- 
ten by John Wilkes Booth, the history 
of his escape, where and how he had 
lived in disguise so many years, and 
finally the end 

Mr. George Washington Kleffer, a 
collateral descendant of Gen. George 
Washington, would probably deny this 
story as true, but it certainly bears 
some of the earmarks of possibility. 
i have heard the Government always 
knew that Booth had escaped and for 
reasons of the public peace of mind 
had accepted the death of the other 
man as that of Booth. Possibly so, 
possibly not.

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MODERNISTIC 
FURNISHINGS 
ARE ON SHOW

T ve week our attention is divided 
between the very modernistic ex- 
hibition of paintings and decora- 
tions at Moses & Sons and the paint- 
ings by an “old master,” Murillo, of the 
“Immaculate Conception,” recently 
loaned to the National Gallery. The 
gamut is of the extremes of art values. 
The two notes stand out effectively. 

The exhibition of modernistic paint- 
ings at Moses & Sons is the most ad- 
vanced assemblage of this type that 
has been brought to Washington, with 
the possible exception of the exhibi- 
tion held recently at the Club St. 
Marks by the Washington Society of 
Independent Artists. Certainly this is 
the first opportunity that has come to 
us to see examples of the famous mod- 
ernistic furnishings that have aroused 
s0 much comment and interest in Paris 
and New York. Much credit is due to 
Radford Moses for his initiative in ar- 
ranging and designing most of the ex- 
hibits with the assistance of Miss Hazel 
E. Wheelock, who is an artist of much 
ability. 

In Paris three years ago, when the 
exposition of “arts decoratif’ was held, 
artists and laymen journeyed across the 
ocean to see the new models, which 
were not based upon any past ideas. 
The furniture, architecture and textiles, 
as well as jewelery, glass and ceramics, 
were all of absolutely original design. 

The importance of this exposition 
has been seen in the influence it has 
had in New York, especially in the 
various types of advertising, window 
decoration and furniture. During the 
winter Lord & Taylor, of New York, 
imported from Paris an assemblage of 
furniture and various objects of the 
new art, which was on exhibition there 
for two months and attracted the at- 
tention of half a millilon people. 

Moses & Sons has done something 
even more interesting and original. In- 
stead of importing anything from Paris 
they have taken modernistic designs 
and made their own adaptation. In 
some instances they have designed and 
made the furniture, as well as uphol- 
stering it.

The walls are of solid 
tone. In several rooms flat gold and 
silver paper has been put on the walls 
with excellent effect. The lighting fix- 
tures have been made of ground glass 
and copper in an unusual arrangement. 
The lamps on the tables and the stand- 
op lamps all have unique forms and 
delightful shades. The textiles are 
varied and well adapted to their sev- 
eral uses. There are, for instance, or- 
gandie curtains for the bedrooms and 
hangings with modernistic patterns for 
the living room and library.

| Shown in the Metropolitan Museum of 
| Art for a year. Later at the Chicago 
Art Institute and recently at the 
Brooklyn Institute of Art and Sciences. 
Just before coming to the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, it was 
shown again at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art at its Spanish exhibition 
which closed about the middle of April. 

The “Immaculate Conception with 
the Mirror” is noted throughout all the 
literature on Murillo. Two Spanish 
writers described it while it was still in 
the convent at Madrid. 

While it was at the Metropolitan* Art 
Galler: Dr. John C. Van Dyke, the emi- 
nent art critic, and Prof. Frank J. Ma- 
ther, head of the art school at Prince- 
ton, recognized as one of the greatest 
American authorities on the old mas- 
ters, examined it, and both pronounced 
iv a splendid example of Murillo at his 
best. More recently the Duke of Alva, 
director of the Prado Gallery, Madrid, 
viewed it and pronounced it finer than 
the Louvre “Conception” and, with the 
one from San Ildefonso in the Prado, as 
beautiful a “Conception” as Murillo 
ever executed. A personal letter to the 
present owner from August Mayer, of 
Munich, the greatest European author- 
ity on Murillo, states his appreciation 
of the high quality of the “Mirror.” 
Dr. J. T. Bridge, curator of the Frick 
Gallery, New York, estimates it to be 
Murillo’s “‘masterpiece.” 

For a painting 250 years old it is in 
@ remarkably perfect condition, with 
only a few small cracks. Nowhere is 
paint flaked off, and there is no evi- 
dence of restoring. The color has 
neither faded nor darkened; in fact, it 
is a beautiful painting in beautiful 
condition. 

lt is not definitely known how long 
it may remain in the National Gallery 
of Art. The gallery is fortunate in 
obtaining it, even if only for a short 
time, as it is one of the important re- 
ligious picture paintings of Murillo. 
It seems like a picture of this quality 
and beauty should become the prop- 
orty of an art gallery. There will be 
few chances to obtain such a picture 
by Murillo in times to come. Nearly 
all his “Immaculate Conceptions” are 
already owned by public galleries. In 
1856 the Soult “Conception,” in Louvre. 
was sold at auction for 625,000 francs, 
and was the highest auction price paid 
for a single painting until within the 
last twenty years.

On April 3, 1916, John D. Williams produced “Justice” in the Chand- 
ler Theater, New York City, with John Barrymore, Cathleen Nesbitt 
and O. P. Heggie in the cast. The occasion was more or less historic 
in that it definitely marked the turning point in the career of Barry- 
more, who previously had been disporting himself in light comedy and 
even musical comedy and was as yet an unsuspected Hamlet. 

“The Little Man’’ was acted by O. P.. Heggie in Maxine Elliott's 
Theater, New York City, on February 12, 1917, and on March 19 of the 
same year “The Fugitive’ was produced Oliver Morosco in the 
Thirty-ninth Street Theater, with Emily Stevens and Conway Tearle in 
the chief roles. Nineteen-seventeen was a good year for Galsworthy in 
America, in so far as production goes, though not as to box office re- 
ceipts, for on July 2, Henry Miller presented “A Bit o’ Love” in the 
Columbia Theater, San Francisco,’with O. P. Heggie in the leading part. 

The Jewett Players in the Copley Theater, Boston, were the next to 
come to the Galsworthy cause. In October, 1920, they put on ‘*The 
Mob” for the first time in America. On the 20th of that month, in the 
Bijou Theater, New York, W. A. Brady presented “The Skin Game,” with 
Josephine Victor, Herbert Lomas and Marsh Allen. for the 
repertory performance of “Strife,” “The Skin Game” the first 
Galsworthy opus to have anything like an extensive tour of the country. 

Charles Dillingham brought over an English company to act ‘“‘Loy- 
alties’’ in the Gaiety Theater, New York, on September 27, 1922. In 
the cast were Charles Quartermaine, Diana Bourbon, Lawrence Hanray 
and Henry Morrell. ‘‘Loyalties” became a New York success, later was 
toured, and though the road was not so interested as New York had 
been, ‘‘Loyalties’’ more or less established Galsworthy in the mind of 
the general public as a person not necessarily and wholly a despised 
“high brow.’ The play was received well in Washington.

ENDERLOIN! What a flood of 
i memories the name brings up to 

the mind of the old New Yorker! 
And as he looks back and visualizes 
the Times Square district as it was 40 
years ago he is puzzled to know how 
the place was ever allowed to exist. 


But then that was another age. That 
was a period when there were many 
men who loudly asserted that certain 
forms of vice had to exist. The poor 
man’s gambling place might be called 
a “hell,” but the rich man’s haven of 
chance was called his “club.” 

Goodness knows there was vice 
enough in the old Tenderloin and, while 
it did not contain all of it rampant in 
New York City in the early nineties, it 
contained the greater portion of it. 

One of the strange conditions that 
existed for many years in New York 
was due to police graft. If was said 
that every gambling house, every dance 
hall and every “honkatonk” at one 
time had to pay tribute to the police 
in order to be allowed to operate. At 
this particular time most of the gilded 
palaces of sin in the growing city were 
located between Twenty-third and 
Forty-second streets west of Fifth 
avenue. Many of the places were just 
off Broadway and not a few just off 


Over on Sixth avenue was the old 
Haymarket, the most notorious dance 
hall that ever existed in the city. Zeal- 


ous reformer: again and again tried to 
close its doors, but there was a “pull” 
somewhere, and their efforts were in 
vain. 

It was in this precinct that Capt.

Will Hasten Application of 
the Sygtem, Says Maj., 
en. Squier. 


INSTALLATION IS READY 
NOW, ASSERTS INVENTOR 


Now in Use on Telephone 
Lines in Freeport, Ill., 
He Declares. 


By LYNNE M. LAMM. 

The new radio law will hasten, if not 
force, the application of wired radio 
in cities and urban districts, according 
to Maj. Gen. George O. Squler, U. S. A., 
retired, former chief of the Signal 
Corps of the Army and inventor of 
wired radio, discussing his invention 
and its relation to the reallocation 
broadcasting plan of the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission. 

As an illustration, he pointed out 
the fact that the conyested districts, 
such as New York and Chicago, will 
require special treatment by the com- 
mission and they will have to go after 
them at once. He believes that the 
new law, when carried into effect, will 
mean the taking away of power and 
the closing down of some stations. 

“Wired radio,” said Gen. Squier, “is 
already developed and ready to be in- 
stalled on power lines. It is now in use 
on telephone lines in Freeport, Il.” 

Would Vanquish Howls. 

Gen. Squier pointed out that there 
sre some 18,000,000 homes in the United 
States that are equipped with either 
power or telephone lines, or both, and 
therefore these two-wire networks are 
available for wired radio. He con- 
tends that the only reason that this 
system has not been used before is a 
commercial rather than a_ technical 
one. It is a practical system, he says, 
and on the other hand there is the 
fear among manufacturers that the in- 
Stallation of wired radio would injure 
the present sale of radio sets, and there- 
fore wired radio is being held up. 

Wired radio is “simplicity itself” 
when installed, Gen. Squier contends, 
and it will lift performance up to a 
new plane. He says that when it is 
finally and properly developed that we 
will look back on 1928 and wonder why 
we were so well satisfied with the static, 
fading, and howls, day and night, win- 
ter and summer. He contends that 
there is nothing now with which to 
compare radio and we are s0 glad to 
receive anything that we are not look- 
ing for improved reception. 

Long distance telephone conversa- 
tions, Gen. Squier pointed out, are now 
conducted by wired radio, through the 
carrier arc or the carrier current. As 
a matter of fact, he says, when any one 
puts in a long-distanoe call the chief 
operator assigns him a frequency for 
a period of‘three minutes, just as the 
Radio Commission assigns a frequency 
to a broadcasting station. 


No Tuning Required. 


Dwelling further upon the simplicity 
ef the receiving apparatus for wired 
radio, Gen. Squier explained that it is 
small and compact and consists of 
three tubes, one a detector tube and 
two audio amplification tubes, No 
tuning is required and there are no 
ground, antenna, or batteries necessary 
There is only one dial which handles 
the volume and there are three buttons, 
so that any one of three programs can 
be heard. There is also an additional 
attachment which can be obt:.ined and 
plugged into the set by which any space 
radio communication can be heard, 60 
that a complete service is obtained both 
for space and wired radio. 

It is understood that General Squler 

fa working on further developments of 
wired radio, and taking into consid- 
eration television with regard to his 
atent. He is also contemplating, it 
s understood, a high speed machine 
for sending telegraphy over power lines. 
In this way newspapers could get con- 
tinuous service over lines, day and 
night. 

At Freeport, Il]., where this system 
is being worked out commercially, the 
aubscribers to the service, now paying 
$4 per month, can get either space ra- 
dio or local. They tune in on @ cen- 
tral control and according to the Gen- 
eral do not have “to fish around in the 
gir’ for their enertainment. Neither 
do they encounter static or fading. 

Those engaged in wired radio have 
made application to the Radio Com- 
mission to construct a transmitting 
station in New York City by which 
they intend to send three simultaneous 
programs to different cities, where they 
will be broadcast by wired radio from 
substations of the various lighting 
utility companies of the country over 
their lines to the homes of the people. 


Radio Cross Talk 


One of the radio commissioners said 
recently that 90 per cent of the sta- 
tions of this country were heterodyned 
Heterodyning may be described as the 
interference created by ether waves set 


in motion by broadcasting apparatus, 
resulting in howls, whistles, screeches. 
and other outlandish noises in receiv- 
ing sets.—Representative Edwin L. 
Davis (Democrat), of Tennessee.

Many Visit the Capital to Get 
a Line on the Board’s 
Pending Policy. 


CALLERS ARE NOT GIVEN 
INFORMATION WANTED 


Fight to Postpone Drastic Re- 
vamping Predicted Among 
Members of Congress. 


"On the anxious seat as they probably 
never have been since the development 
of the art, broadcasters nervously await 
the outcome of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission’s deliberations on the realloca- 
tion plan in conformity with the radio 
act. Singly and collectively they have 
been “gumshoeiug” into the Capital, 
ostensibly on other business, but really 
to try to get a line on what course of 
action the commission is likely to 
recommend in the way of general 
policy, but more to the point what is 
apt to “happen” to their own station. 


Visitors Overburden Board. 


They depart little the wiser, for while 
the commission has undoubtedly ar- 
rived at some. conclusion with regard 
to general policies, they have given little 
or no thought to individual stations 
and probably will not be up to this for 
sometime. 

While the commissioners have been 
endeavoring to see all these callers, 
their presence, excepting when they 
have offered constructive suggestions 
for the improvement of the broadcast- 
ing situation as a whole, has not been 
particularly helpful and individual 
commissioners are beginning to show 
signs of the strain of trying to receive 
the numerous visitors on the one hand 
and yet on the other to conserve enough 
time to properly consider the knotty 
problem in hand. 


Congress Not So Eager. 


There is again persistently afloat the 
rumor that if the commission is to rec- 
ommend drastic revamping of the 
broadcasting system that it will be 
urged by those whose political fortunes 
are at stake to “stall along” untill after 
Congress adjourns a month or so hence 
for the political conventions before do- 
ing so. This is purely a political obser- 
vation, the theory being that if a whoie- 
sale changing of wave-lenght, time di- 
vision power cutting, and dropping off 
of stations were ordered, this might 
cause an explosion among the broad- 
casters, the reaction of which would be 
felt in Congress with the logical result 
of senators and representatives per- 
sonally rushing up to the radio com- 
mission with thelr grievances.

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| Much of Tour’s Success 
Rests on Condition of Car 


Putting Engine, Drive and Safety Mechanism in Best 
| of Shape Before Starting Assures Happy, 
Carefree Summer Journey. 


As the car goes, so goes the tour. 

In other words, if the car goes well, 
the tour goes well; but if the car runs 
poorly, the fine edge of motor wayfaring 
is dulled. 

So, when the motorist and his family 
sit down to plan the outing, the car 
itself is a good place to start. 

. In considering the car prior to starting 
on the long tour, the motorist should 
realize that there really is a vast dif- 
ference between the type of driving 
that one does from day to day and that 
one will do once the highway looms 


clear and straight ahead. The familiar 


“proving ground,” the motorist’s daily 
route, may show him the condition of 
the car for that particular trip, but 
when he hits the rural road, he en- 
counters conditions that are entirely 
new and unfamiliar. 

In the main, preparing the car for the 
different type of service for which it 
will be called, largely is a matter of 
detail and inspection. One may assume 
this from the fact that the modern 
motor car is a very superior product and 
much better maintained. 

In considering the detailed attention 
that may be essential to fitting the car 
for the tour, the engine offers an ideal 
starting point. In what way does the 
engine’s duty on the tour differ from 
its ordinary service? The answer to 
this question determines in large meas- 
ure just what is necessary to make it 
ready. 

Touring Speeds Higher 


One may assume, in the first place, 
that the touring pace will exceed that 
of ordinary driving. In addition, 
strange ascents and unfamiliar de- 
scents will be met. Instead of running 


from 10 to, perhaps, 30 miles a day, |

It will have few 
breathing spells during the daylight 
hours. Thus, it is apparent that the 
engine of the tourist’s car must have 
spec ' and power and, of equal impor- 
tance, stamina. It must run fast, pull 
hard and stick to its more or less un- 
familiar schedule of much 
riods than usual. 

he car owner who 
automobile in good condition may 
find the machine ready after merely 
filling up the gasoline tank, putting 
air into the tires and checking 
crankcase lubricant. Even the man 
who has been a bit careless of these 
details will find much less to do than 
he m-y anticipate. 

Carburetion, ignition, cooling and 
lubrication are the four points of | 
engine preparation to be considered. | 
Seeing that the first item is 
care of largely as a matter of cleaning 
and adjustment. The cleaning should 
begin at the vacuum tank. From there 
it should proceed through the feed 
line to the filter or strainer. It may 
be found in the case of the filter, that 
some water has gathered in the base. 
This should be drained, and if the

should be treated with a heavy lubri- 
cant. A lighter grease quickly is thin- 
ned by the heat and thrown out and, 
frequently, the joint is running dry 
before the driver realizes the situation. 

The mechanical units of the car 
prepared, the next consideration 
should be its safety features, with em- 
phasis laid particularly on brakes, 
steering and tires. 

Venturing forth without being cer- 
tain of the car's brakes borders on 
foolhardiness. They should be func- 
tioning with perfect efficiency and 
equalization should be absolute. Good 
brakes are especially essential on un- 
familiar higi ways where sharp curves 
and sharper descents suddenly _ con- 
front the stranger. 


Check Steering Carefully. 


uncoimnfortable if not hazardous mo- 
nents if they made it a point to have 
the steering apparatus thoroughly in- 
spected before starting out. Again-the 
abnormality of the service on the car's 
part is responsible for this need. Hizh 
speeds and unfamiliar roads, not to 
mention possible congestion of traffic 
when one has become fatigued, necessi- 
tate easy and accurate steering 

If one is skeptical o° the tires on the 
car, it is wise to overcome all doubts 
before starting. Old tires can better 
be worn out in short-run service than 
at any other time. 

These are the essential details of 
Shaping the car for the trip. If every- 
one of them were attended to, the cost 
would not be prohibitive for, in spite 
of the number of items, the whole 
process amounts to having the car 
thoroughly and completely inspected 
and lubricated. In considering the ad- 
vaniage of this process, it is well ‘ta 
remember that, all other things apart:

Strainer Needs Cleaning. 


In the case of the strainer where the 
fuel line enters the carburetor, it ts| 
well to take it off and wash it thor- | 
oughly in gasoline or kerosene, being 
careful, of course, not to break it or 
ge: it out of shape. If the strainer 
has rusted, be sure ill of the rust is 
removed. 

After the cleaning is complete, one 
gsbould be certain to make all con- 
nections absolutely tight. : 

The matter of carburetor adjust- 
ment largely is dependent upon the 
type of driving to be encountered. In 
the main, however, one may count 
upon a leaner mixture to assure good 
operation. 

Thc general arrival vf antiknock fuels 
has eliminated much of the necessity 
of cleaning carbon before starting the 
tour. If, however, the engine has not 
been treated to this form of care for a 
long period, it might be found helpful 
before the tour gets under way. 

As to ignition, one should be sure it 
is right before setting forth on one’s 
journey. Ifthe timing is slow, the car 
will heat excessively and show all the 
vagaries that an overheated engine al- 
ways reveals—a lack of power, general 
sluggishness and excessive valve de- 
terioration. This may not manifest it- 
self on the average daily trip to and 
from the business district, but the 
touring drive soon brings out the 
trouble. | 

If speed is one of the primary con~- 
siderations of the traveler, it might be 
found helpful to set the timing slightly 
above normal. This may be unwise, 
however, if hills are to be encountered, 
for it may mean a loss of power under 
such conditions. 


Timing Needs Consideration. 


The importance of having the cool- 
ing system functioning perfectly is 
obvious. The first step toward assur- 
ing adequate cooling is to flush out the 
system thoroughly. A diluted mixture 
of salsoda is excellent to remove scale, 
but this may not be necessary. It may 
be sufficient to insert the garden hose 
in the top of the radiator and allow 
the water to run through rather force- 
fully for a few minutes. 

If the car is equipped with a ther- 
mostat, one should be certain that the 
valve is in good working order. 

The fan, playing a most vital part in 
cooling, deserves attention. The belt 
should be checked against slippage, but 
should not be «0 tight that it will 
stretch or drag on the shaft. . 

Linked up with the problem of cool- 
ing and tremendously important is the 
matter of engine lubrication. Regard-~- 
less of the condition of the lubricant 
in the crankcase, it is well to consider 
its replacement with fresh, able-bodied 
oil before taking to the highway on the 
long tour. In addition, it may prove 
helpful to have the case flushed with a 
light oil to remove as much sludge and 
abrasive as possible. 

Of course, the car equipped with an 
oil rectifier may not need this treat- 
ment, but one should make certain of 
this before proceeding. The oil meter 
on the instrument board usually indi- 
cates the condition of the pump with 
fair accuracy, but if any deficiency is 
suspected in this vital part of the en- 
zine it should be rectified before the 
tour begins.

With carburetion, ignition, cooling 
nd lubrication taken care of, the en- 
e is ready for the trip. :

The “save-a-life’” campaign is really 
an intensive effort to cut down the 
accident rate in Virginia, according to 
Commissioner Hayes. It is the belief of 
automobile authorities throughout the 
United States, he declares, that, if all 
motor vehicles could be easily and 
quickly controlled by their drivers, the 
accident rate would diminish rapidly. 

“We want no unsafe automobile on 
the roads in Virginia,” said Mr. Hayes, 
in announcing the tails of the cam- 
paign.

“Fifty-nine per cent of the deaths 
from automobile accident. in the United 
States are caused by defects in the me- 
chanical condition of the automobile it- 
self. A modern automobile is good for 
tens of thousands of miles of service, 
and is entirely safe in the hands of a 
careful driver, but being a piece of ma- 
chinery, it requires regular mechanical] 
inspection at least once a year to keep 
it in good running order, and to operate 
it economically and safely.”

The 
booklet is copyrighted. 

A full page road map accompanies 
each of the eleven regional park dis- 
tricts, while a double page key map 
occupies the center of the booklet. The 
publication is the first of its kind to be 
issued by New York State and there 
probably will’ be a heavy call for it 
during the coming months. The popu- 
larity of New York States parks is per- 
haps illustrated in the fact that the 
Palisades Interstate Park alone at-

Breaker Cam Needs 
Annual Lubrication

been damaged, every part of it Is closely 
inspected before it again its put into 
service. ie flyer won't take a chance 
on somethin’ bein’ wrong.

After an accident, he’s satisfied that 
nothin’ can be the matter if it doesn’t 
show up in a hasty inspection, Often, 
he’s right. On the other hand, he's 
often wrong. 

There’s one type of accident where 
this attitude leaves him wrong more 
frequently than right. That's the bump 
from behind that is not so very un- 
common these days. I’ve known of car 
owners, lots of them, who never even 
get out and look to see what damage 
has been done. They either just as- 
sume that nothin’ has happened or 
they leave it up to the other fellow to 
tell ‘em. Naturally, he couldn't see 
the thing from the right viewpoint. 

Had an illustration of what happens 
‘n such a case just the other day. A 
fellow whose car I service called up 
from out in the country askin’ me to 
send out a man to get his spare tire 
off the carrier. He’d had a collision 
a day or so before and just assumed 
that nothin’ had been hurt. When he 
needed his spare tire, he found the 
carrier so sprung that he could not 
get the tire off. The trip to the 
country, together with the cost of 
straightenin’ the carrier, set him back 
$6. Although the other fellow should 
have paid the bill this chap had not 
even bothered to get his name or 
number.

EASE OF OPERATION 


Chief Engineer of Auburn 
Automobile Co. Cites 
Progress in Facility. 


While beauty in appearance, tremen-

Lamps Should Be Glareless 
and Well Adjusted, Says 
A. A. A. Official.

| Maintaining headlights of automo- 
| biles in constant adjustment so as to 
obviate the discomfort and hazard 
which result from glare and lack of 
focus is u duty Incumbent upon motor- 
dom as a whole, in the opinion of Ern- 
est N. Smith, general manager of the 
American Automobile Association. There 
can be no, exceptions to this rule, he 
asserts, since driving becomes safe only 
in proportion to the extent to which 
all dangerous factors are eliminated. 

Failure to maintain one’s lights in 
th? best possible condition, both as to 
brilllancy and focus, is a distinct act 
of unfairness on the part of the motor- 
ist who is negligent in this respect, he 
declares, for in doing so one imposes 
on others a hardship he himself would 
be unwilling to bear. 

“It is safe to say that scarcely any 
motorist does not recognize ill-focused 
headlights as a definite motoring evil,” 
says Mr, Smith. “He needs only to re- 
call his own unpleasant experiences 
which were caused by blinding glare 
from cars approaching on a street or 
highway to realize the discomfort and 
potential danger which can _ result. 
Knowing the evil, he should be the 
more willing to correct it in his own 
ca 


se. 

“There will be found individuals, 
however, who rant about ‘the glare of 
headlights on the cars of other drivers, 
but who take no steps even to find out 
if their own lights are glaring. They 
are quick to demand adjustment for all 
others, but for themselves the evil does 
not seem to exist. 

“This is where the unfairness is in- 
stanced. The adage that what is sauce 
for the goose is sauce for the gander 
was spoken to express just such a type 
of unfair conduct. Motoring, after all, 
is an individual matter, Regulations 
may be passed with collective objectives, 
but the remedy for our traffic evils 
ultimately must come from the indi- 
vidual. So it is with glaring headlights. 
Until every motorist thinks as much of 
the possible inconvenience and hazard 
his own lamps can cause, headlight 
glare will continue to be a distasteful 
obstacle in the way of enjoyable and 
safe motoring.”,

Auto Tags Throughout U. S. 
and Possessions Now 
Are Similar. 


DRILLING TO FIT THEM 


TO BRACKETS IS ENDED 


Number of Balloon-Tire Sizes 
le Becreased by Fed- 
eral Work. 


The day when automobile license 
tage had to be filed, punched, drilled 
Or otherwise mutilated to make it 
possible to place them on mounting 
Brackets is past, according to an- 
nouncement by Ray M. Hudson, as- 


gistant director, commercial standards 
group, Bureau of Standards. 

Washington motorists have bene- 
fited with those throughout the 
country.in the uniformitw of the slots 
for attaching the plates, and they will 
recall the difference between the pro- 
vision made for easy attachment this 
year with the difficulties experienced 
in other years. Instead of having to 
use some sort of a meake-shift drill to 
punch a hole in the tag and risk de- 
facing it, the 1928 plates could be 
Placed in position on virtually all 
makes simply by using the slots pro- 
vided. 

The license plates for 1928, Mr. Hud- 
6cn says, in 48 States, the District of 
Columbia, Porto Rico. Alaska, Hawall 
and the Philippine Islands conformed 
to the standard plate brackets de- 
veloped by the Society of Automotive 
Engineers It was the first year, ac- 
cording to the bureau’s announcement, 
that all plates were made in conform- 
ity to the standard. 


Asked Standards Ald. 


Several years ago the assistance of 
the division of simplified practice, of 
the commercial standards group, was 
requested by the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers in developing the adop- 
tion of the standard. The division 
took up the matter with the several 
State vehicle authorities, urging them 
to recognize this standard, inasmuch 

a great variety in plate 
that time and relatively 
matched up with the 
standard plate bracket slots developed 
by the Society of Automotive Engineers. 

At the time the subject was present- 
ed to the division consideration was 
also given to the possibilities for stand- 
ardizing the size of plate symbols, the 
gauges of metal, size of plates, code of 
numbering, location of plates on cars, 
illumination of the license plates, and 
the coordination of color selection. 

Practically all cars now come through 
production equipped with standard plate 
mounting brackets, so it is no longer 
necessary to file, punch, drill or other- 
wise mutilate plates in order that they 
will fit, eliminating much of the annual 
annoyance, irritation and bother to 
motorists when changing plates. 

Forty-one representative American 
business men and three foreign indus- 
trial leaders called at the Department 
of Comerce up to March 15 to gather 
first-hand information regarding the 
benefits to be derived from a simplifi- 
cation program 

During the first quarter, association 
ecceptances of the adopted recommen- 
dations increased 5 per cent, bringing 
their total to 859, while individual ac- 
ceptances increased 11 per cent, making 
their total 8,597. Of completed simpli- 
fied practice recommendations in print, 
there has been a total sale of 286,612 
copies from the date of their respective 
issue to March 15. 


Comments on Progress. 


Commenting on the progress that has 
been made in the field of standardiza- 
tion and simplification’ during the first 
quarter of this year, with specific refer- 
ence to adherence, Mr. Hudson aaid 
that “the success or failure of a sim- 
plified practice program is shown in 
the degree of adherence accorded by its 
acceptors. Each recommendation is re- 
viewed annually by a standing com- 
mittee, appointed from within the in- 
dustry itself. This committee conducts 


@ survey to ascertain the average degree | 
of adherence to the respective program. } 
it is impracticable to base ! 


Whenever 
this on a factual survey, the commit- 
tee renders an estimated degree of ad- 
herence that the program received dur- 
ing the year. The committee also makes 
@® recommendation for any revision or 
modification that may be necesary, 
thus safeguarding the fullest develop- 
ment of individual initiative and in- 
vention, as well as caring for the 
changing trends of business. 
“During the first quarter of the pres- 
ent year there were eight simplified 
ractice recommendations submitted 
© the respective standing committees 
for consideration. Of this number two 
were revised and six reaffirmed. The 
average degree of adherence to these 
‘eight projects was 89.18 per cent, based 
on factual surveys.” 


Tire Project Assisted. 


The project to establish a simplified 
line for balloon tire sizes was given 
, greater impetus during the quarter, As 
@ result of cooperative action between 
ithe manufacturers of automobile tires, 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, 
the Rubber Association of America, and 
| the Tire and Rim Association, a tenta- 
itive simplified practice recommendation 
‘has been drafted, which would reduce 
| the variety of balloon tire sizes from ‘9 
to. 17. 

A meeting of representatives of tire, 
gim and car mahufacturers, the Nation- 
ial Automotive Chamber of Commerce,

Looking Over the Cars 


Some of the Points You May Have Missed 


The automobile has provided avia- 
tion with many good ideas, as every 
one will agree. It did the same for 
the motor bus and, after the latter 
left the infant stage, it began to return 
the various favors conferred upon it. 
Aviation seems destined to follow the 
example set by the bus in this respect. 
To give but one illustration, one might 
cite the case of the carburetor accelerat- 
ing well about which so many motorists 
are talking today. This is new in the 
motor car field. It is old in aviation. 
Planes always did have to be “quick on 


the gun” and traffic conditions finally 


made it necessary for automobiles to 
become equally fast on the accelerator. 
It was an easy matter for the latter 
to borrow the accelerating well which 
served aviaion so excellenly in this 
respect.

These spring rains which are driven 
by high winds through the hood louvers 
and onto the ignition wires are causing 
fewer stops this year than ever before. 
The reason, of course, is that steps 
have been taken in the layout of the 
wiring system to see that it is pro- 
tected from just this trouble. Today, 
one finds on a majority of the newer 
cars that the distributor has been 
placed, if not actually on top of the 
motor, at least higher on the side. 
Further protection is seen in the fact 
that, in many cars, the wiring Is car- 
ried in some form of conduit to the 
various spark plugs.

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SOLUTION OF USED CAR 


PROBLEM IMPORTANT 


Second - Hand Automobiles 
Must Be Considered Definite 
Products, Says Grant. 


WIDE PRICE RANGE SEEN 


Consideration of the used car as a 
definite product to which more atten- 
tion must be given and is being given 
in the selling of automobiles is viewed 
as pointing the way to one solution of 
the used car problem by R. H. Grant, 
vice president in charge of sales of 
the Chevrolet Motor Co. 

Evidencing the growing importance 
of the used car, Mr. Keser stated that 
during the first quarter of 1928, when 
the Chevrolet dealer organization was 
moving 250,000 new cars, it also~was 
delivering at retail mofe than 200,000 
used ones. This was made possible, 
he said, by a changing attitude toward 
the used product on the part of both 
the automobile dealer and the public. 

“Where the automobile dealer form- 
erly paid little attention to the used 
car, the proportion of used car to new 
car sales has mounted so high that 
used cars are now an important part 
of his business,” declared Mr. Grant, 
who pointed out that the practice now 
prevailing calls for refinishing and go- 
ing over used automobiles by mechanics 
trained in approved factory methods. 

“The public owes directly to the used 
car the wide range of prices at which 
transportation may be purchosed, and 
the wide variety of models from which 
selection may be made. If there were 
no such thing as a trade-in price, the 
owner of an automobile, instead of 
turning it in on a new model, would 
drive it himself until its usefulness 
was spent, just as he now uses his fur- 
niture or his farm or garden imple- 
ments. There would consequently be 
no used car mart for the man who 
wants to buy a car at less than new 
car cost. Millions of present motorists 
who were attracted by used car prices 
would not now own automoblies if 
there had been no used car market. 

“Every good automobile today is 
bullt with many years of service in it. 
The original purchaser generally turns 
if in on a new model after he has 
driven it a few years. There remains 
in the car many miles of dependable 
service which 1s available the man 
who needs transportation on the basis 
of a low first cost. 

“Of 25,000,000 
now registered in the United States, 
it Is estimated that approximately 60 
per cent are in the hands of their sec- 
ond or third owners. In other words 
15,000,000. motorists are now riding in 
cars that were purchased on resale 

“Eliminate the used car from 
market, and a good share of those 
000,000 people would be denied 
privilege of owning a car. And most 
the remaining 10,000,000 
would be driving cars that 
measure up to their ideas 
simply because they would not 
to get a trade-in allowance, 
refuse to scrap their cars with 
value remaining in them.

TESTING BY DRIVING. 


Learning what repairs or adjustments 
a car needs without having a repairman 
make a special diagnosis impressed 
Smith as being a happy thought. 

“You mean that i can tell by ob- 
serving the car as I drive along just 
what servicing it needs?” he asked 
when I suggested the idea. 

“You .can tell a ood part of the 
story, provided you are successful in 
feeling the car’s pulse,” I gassurec’ him. 
“There is no need to go at overhauling 
work blindly.” 

I explained tu him how the need for 
the replacement of piston pins can be 
told by noting whether there is a sharp 
bu’ light metallic knock in the engine 
as the car rolls along on level ground. 
When the engine is running fairly free 
and there is less pressure on the bear- 
ings, naturally any looseness in the 
piston pins comes to light an’ is evi- 
denced by the peculiar noise which 
they make. 

Smith was plainly worried ove: the 
possibility of getting this type of 
trouble mixed up with the need tor 
having carbon removed from the cylin- 
ders. I explained to him that this need 
not be a problem because piston pin 
knocking usually «%es not show up in 
climbing ills. That is because the con- 
necting rods are under a wuigh strain 
and any looseness is taken up by the 
unusual stresses on the piston pins, 
It is in climbing hills, however, that 
carbon knocks can b> readily detected. 
Any experienced driver can tell just 
about all e needs to know concerning 
the efficiency of the valves and ‘the 
combustion chambers when he Is trying 
to go uphiil in high gear.

When he raisea the 
point as to how he was to differentiate 
between many of these odd noises and 
those caused by detonation of fuel, I 
suggested to him the plan of trying 
different grades of gas. Mechanical 
noises in the engine, with the excep- 
tion of those originating In the alves, 
will not be affected by a different fuel.

“Now about the test which will deter- 
mine at just which cylinder the loose 
piston is to be found. While you are 
letting the engine idle, take a screw- 
driver and, starting with cylinder 
number one, short circuit the spark 
across to the metal parts of the cylinder 
head. This stops that cylinder from 
firing, and since its piston is running 
more or less free when you suddenly 
permit the plug to fire, any looseness 
will be revealed by a knock. 

“Now then, while it is running free 
suddenly remove the screwdriver 60 
that the spark fires the mixture in 
number one cylinder. If, as you do this, 
there is a sharp metallic knock you can 
be reasonably sure that the piston Is 
slapping, although I would not advise 
reaching this conclusion until you have 
also checked up on the matter of this 
cylinder consuming more oil than the 
rest. If with this test you hear a deep 
thump from the base of the engine you 
can also rest assured that a bearing is 
loose. Try the same test for each 
cylinder in succession.” 

Since Smith was chiefly concerned 
with having his engine overhauled we 
did not go into other units of the 
chassis. But the plan of testing the car 
by using it fits any part and should be 
utilized any time there is a doubt as 
to its efficiency or well-being.

Careless Handling 
May Injure Bearing 


In removing front wheel bearings for 
cleaning or some other purpose, lit 15 
well to exercise caution against drop- 
ping these units to the floor. Many a 
bearing has had its efficiency reduced 
by being pulled off with the wheel with 
no thought given to the fact that its 
cage may be flattened by the impact 
against the floor. 

Incidentally, it will be found just as 
simple to leave the inner bearing on 
the spindle if cleaning is the only care 
it needs.

‘Combines May Solve 


Problem of Harvest 
May 12 (A.P.).—Western 
Canada’s annual harvest labor problem 
may be solved, at least to some extent. 
by the combined har- 
vester-thresher. In the past it has 
been necessary to !mport 60,000 men 
from other parts of Canada and from 
the United States 
Ing the crops. 

More than 770 combines were used 
in western Canada in 1927, an increase 
of 596 over the previous year.

The Col. 
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Regulations for Rifle 
Matches Are Changed 


’ 


200-Yard Shoot Removed From Camp Perry Program 
With 300-Meter Substituted—New Rule 
Adopted for Prize Distribution. 


At a recent meeting of the executive 
committee of the National Rifle Asso- 
clation some important changes were 
made in the regulations to govern the 
association small-arm matches. to be 
*shot at Camp Perry, Ohio, September 
3 to 8, inclusive. Some of the changes 
were made necessary because of the 
shortening of the matoh period to six 
days instead of a program of ten days 
as heretofore, and the others in the 
interest of unlformity. Sighting shots 
are eliminated from all individual and 
team matches, except the free rifle 
competitions. Some of the changes will 
resiit in advantage to civillan com- 
petitors. 

The 200-yard “any rifle” match was 
removed from the Camp Perry program. 
This match first was placed in the pro- 
gram at the time the association was 
endeavoring to develop interest in the 
free-rifie type of shooting, and before 
the international free-rifle range was 
available at Camp Perry. It is planned 
to add several free-rifie 300-meter 
matches to the program this year, so 
that there is no good reason for con- 
tinuing the 200-yard “any-rifle” match 

The course of fire in the President's 
match this year will call for ten shots 
at 200 yards, slow fire; ten at 600 yards 
and ten at 1,000 yards, the reduction 
from twenty to ten shots at 1,000 yards 
being necessary on account of the linm- 
ited time available, and it also prob- 
ably will benefit the civilian riflemen. 


Marine Corps Cup. 


In the Marine Corps Cup match, the 
course of fire will be reduced one-half 
to ten shots at 600 yards and ten at 
1,000 yards. The A. E. F. Roumanian 
match course of fifteen shots will be 
reduced to ten shots at 200 yards and 
ten at 600 yards.

These two types differ slightly, one 
having a l-inch ribbon hatband and a 
ribbon piping around its brim, and the 
other a 2-tnch wool band without 
piping on the brim. Both were made 
of olive-drab wool cloth with parallel! 
stitching. A six months’ service test 
was given these hats by a company of 
the Twenty-ninth Infantry, but con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in 
having the men wear them on account 
of their inferior appealance as com- 
pared with the service hat. 

It igs the desire of the War Depart- 
ment to find a suitable nonstrategic 
material, which in time of emergency 
could be procured in this country, and 
which at the same time would meet the 
hard usage of the service. and it ts for 
the first reason that it 1s desired to find

knows little or nothing of the Wright broth- 
ers, and Curtis, and Samuel Pierpont Lang 
ley, and a host of others who studied air cur- 
rents and craft with the ultimate hope of 
seeing man on a winging, instead of a’ foot- 
ing, with the birds, 

Down in Kitty Hawk, N. C., the pioneer 
American airmen were remembered not long 
ago. There, on a sand reef off the Carolina 
coast, a stone tablet, marking an event ol 
great importance in the world of aviation, 
was unveiled in the early -part of this month, 
its inscription reads: 

“On this spot, Septe: »der 17, 1900, Wilbur 
Wright began the assembly of the Wright 
brothers’ first experimetal glider which led 
to man’s corquest of the air 

Some three years later, or thereabout, the 
first fown motor driven airplane was piloted 
above those same sand dunes by Orville 
Wright. 

In contrast to the endurance flights of to- 
day, the journeyings back and forth across 
the Atlantic in airplanes, that first flight at 
Kitty Hawk was flot much to speak of, in 
leneth of time. It lasted, so the records tell 
us, exactly 12 seconds. The distance trav- 
ersed was all of 120 feet. The flight euded, 
too, in a nose dive in the sand dunes, Oh, 
well, they didn’t call them nose dives in those 
days, because aviation terms had not come 
into being. It was what some term a swoop 
in the sand. 

Up to 1900 man had spent quite some cen- 
turies in an effort to leave the bosom of 
Mother Earth. His flying togs were not cut 
to right measure, seemingly, for until the 
Wrights had a hand at it no heavier-than-air 
machine was ever successful. Even that day 
and generation laughed at the idea of anyone 
getting in a machine and flying away, so that 
newspapermen who ‘“covered’’ those early 
flights of the Wright brothers were looked 
upon as fiction writers. Even when the 
Wrights had gone as far as 10 miles in their 
contraption the world refused to believe 
stories emanat-ng from Kitty Hawk. The 
whole venture was looked upon in some quar- 
ters as a figment of the imagination. 

Only a week or so before the Wright 
brothers had made their flight, the Langl«y 
Buzzard had failed here on the Potomac. 
The newspapers made such jibes and sport of 
this spectacular fiasco that the world was not

Block-and-Tackle Trimmer 
Eases Pruning Trees 

The principle of the block and tackle is 
adapted to a tree trimmer now on the market, 
with the result that time and labor are saved 
and the quality of work generally improved, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. Both 
hands are kept on the pole, making it easier 
to guide, and cutting is done with much less 
effort.. The blade is pulled down by moving 


a sliding grip to which the tackle rope is 
attached. As soon as the limb is severed, a 
spring jerks the blade and the grip back to 
working position again. It is estimated that 
at least 20 per cent more power is afforded 
with this rig, as compared with the usual 
lever outfit. It is also lighter and quicker

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BYRD ANTICIPATES ANTARCTIC’S HAZARDS 
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New York (A.P.) Some of the

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difficulties confronting an airplane 
expedition to Antarctica, such as 
Commander Richard E. Byrd 1s or- 
ganizing, are set forth in a chapter 
which the aviator has contributed 
to “‘Problems of Polar Research,” a 
just published by the American 
Geographical Society of New York. 

Reviewing the problems of ex- 
ploration by eircraft in this volume 

31 prominent explorers and ecien- 
tists. Commander Byrd refers to the 
experiences of his flight over the 
North Pole and then says: 

“Apparently there would be more 
hazard from storms in the Antarctic 
regions than in the Arctic, because 
the spring and summer storms there 
sometimes reach great intensity, and 
not only would it be very dangerous 
to fly in them, but there would be a 
likelihood of the airplane being 
blown about by the winds when on 
the ground. 

“Skis would have to be used when 
flving inland even tn the summer, be- 
cause snow cover a large 
part of the Antarctic continent and 
the land is probably too rough for 
landing with wheels. On the routes 
that may be flown across the Antarc- 
tic continent there would probably be 
many places where planes could 
land, eQ° 
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‘It would therefore seem inad- 
visable to make very long flights in 
the Antarctic, it being more prac- 
ticable, if possible of. accomplish- 
ment, to advance by bases—say one 
base every 200 miles. That would 
decrease the hazard. In view of the 
absence of life in the interior of the 
Antarctic continent it would be im- 
possible to live off the country, and, 
in case of a forced landing 500 miles or 
more from the base, it probably would be 
likewise impossible for two or three men to 
pull on a sledge enough food and other equip- 
ment to get back safely, 

“For flying around the edge of the Antarc- 
tic continent an amphibian type of plane 
would be desirable.” 

Farther along in 
Byrd writes: 

“So little of the Antarctic continent is 
known, that a base established anywhere on 
its border would, for the air explorer, be at 
the threshold of unknown regions. A combi- 
nation of airplanes and dog teams would be 
preferable in the Antarctic also. Airships 
would be of little use on account of strong 
winds. So far as we know, Amundsen’s base 


at the edge of the ice would be the best loca- 
tion for the main base.”’

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Sir Douglas Mawson, the Australian ex- 
plorer, believes there is much in Antarctica 
that may be of “direct economic value.” Sir 
Douglas, another contributor to the book, 
points out that whaling in Antarctic waters 
is an established industry and that the 
penguins and seals on the coasts and in the 
pack-ice zone also offer opportunities for fu- 
ture exploitation. Coal is known to exist over 
a large area on the continent, he writes, while 
ores of many metallic elements have been 
found in small quantities 

“Finally,” he continues, “the Antarctic 
continent may have a future as a source of 
power by harnessing the phenomenal winds 
which in some areas sweep down as a steady 
torrent from the cold ice plateau to the sea. 
There is some possibility, therefore, of the 
eventual establishment of a sparse and 
strictly limited population on Antarctic 
shores. The prospects are yet, however, some- 
what remote.’’ 
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New York (A.P.).—The skeletons of three 


ships which have held their secrets for more 
than 50 years at the bottom of Lake Erie 


are luring Mrs. Margaret Campbell Good- 
man, deep sea salvager, back to her watery 
profession after a dry, calm winter. 

The §S, S. Lady Elgin, Mrs. Goodman says, 
is fathoms down in Lake Erie, the vault of 
200 eager emigrants and a casket for gold 
in unknown amount, It was the crack ship 
plying the Great Lakes during the land-ex- 
pansion years of the nineteenth century and 
bore innumerable settlers who were seeking 
land in the Middle West. Many carried their 
life-savings with which they hoped to make 
a new start. The boat finally sank in a storm, 
and Mrs, Goodmar will seek to disclose its 
secrets this summer. 

“IT haven’t completed all of my plans yet, 
of course,’’ she explains, “But in a few 
months I hope to have enough information 
gathered about the Lady Elgin to warrant 
going after it. I have located some of the 
captain’s family, and from them hope to get 
definite information about how clear my 
right to the salvage might be.” 

The Brunswick is another vessel that 
perhaps have a summer visitor, Mrs. Godd- 
man says. The boat is believed to have been 
loaded with $200,000 worth of white oak 
and black walnut logs. The action of the 
years’ constant swirling of water will have 
had no effect upon the condition of the wood, 
she believes. 

Mrs. Goodman plans to search for these 
two vessels, along with a third, the Atlantic, 
by airplane. The sunken hulks:appear in the 
water like huge dark spots, Navy experts 
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Antarctica, the vast southern con- 
tinent which Conrmander Richard E. Byrd 
plans to visit, is a land of mystery. Its 
existence suspected by the early 
geographers, who placed it on their globes 
and many of its outlying islands were 
discovered by the ocean rovers of the 
seventeeth and eighteenth centuries. The 
continent itself was first seen in 1820 by 
KE, Bransfield, an Irishman in the British 
navy, who sighted Trinity Peninsula, Gra- 
ham Land. Parts of the coast are now 
moderately well known, but the 6,000,000 
square miles of icy interior, crossed by 
lofty mountains, remain in obscurity ex- 
cept for limited views obtained by Amund- 
sen, Scott and Shackleton on their polar 
trips. The high central plateau Is covered 
with a glacier of unknown depth.

It is true that in some of its habits 
the eagle is'not above reproach. He 
is accused of exacting tribute from 
the osprey. Since when was there a 
king who did not in one form or an- 
other exact tribute from his subjects? 
He has been accused of not being al- 
together particular as to the condi- 
tion of his food. This is a minor 
eharge, I have heard epicures rave 
over ducks in a condition which to any but a 
highly educated taste, would be nothing short 
of disgusting. Grant what faults you will, 
the eagle is still a worthy emblem. He is an 
American of Americans. He is a stalwart 
champion of the very foundation of American 
life—the home. Year in and year out the 
eagle, with his mate, returns to the nest with 
which he began his union. There is no dl- 
vorce. There is no companionate marriage. 
The eagles mate for life. 

Time was when in the East the eagle was 
not altogether an uncommon sight. - Today it 
is sufficiently rare to attract attention when 
it appears. If Alaska’s waste salmon are of 
such value that a bounty must be placed on 
one of our national emblems, it is high time 
that we should adopt another emblem, which 
shall receive everywhere the respect which is 
its due. 


Your Personal Responsibility. 

Spring is a beautiful season, but beautiful 
as it is, it brings with it a menace which is 
nothing less than terrible—the menace of the 
forest fire. The destruction wrought by the 
red terror as it sweeps across the land is not 
to be computed in dollars and cents. Every 
one realizes the destruction of plant growth, 
but few realize the destruction of bird and 
animal life. There are.at this season more 


ground-nesting birds than most people appre- 
ciate. Only the other day I was called up by 
a fireman, whw had participated in putting out 
a brush fire-on the outskirts of the city. He 
reported a nest with four eggs in it, over 
which the flames had swept. Whether or not 
the mother bird was a victim to the flames he. 
did not know. But the nest and the eggs were 
destroyed. ‘The incident is repeated over and 
over and over again -wherever there is a 
forest fire, a brush fire or a grass fire in the 
spring. Then we wonder why our birds grow 
less. 

A very large percentage of these fires start 
from an unextinguished cigar or cigarette 
thrown from an automobile. Under no cir- 
cumstances whatever should a cigar or ciga- 
rette be thrown on the highway before you 
have made certain that it is fully extinguished. 
It may strike safely in the open road, but it 
may roll, or a puff of wind may carry it, or 
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ven arush of air from 


another automobile

THE

From a correspondent in New Hampshire 
comes the following: ‘“‘My uncle was plowing 
with a tractor. As soon as he would start the 
motor in the morning a cock pheasant would 
come running from a nearby field and would 
run along beside the wheel, keeping about 
two feet from it. He would continue this 
performance all the forenoon,:unless the mo- 
tor was shut down. In:‘that case, he would 
run back to the place whence he came. But 
as soon as the motor was once more started 
the pheasant would reappear. 

“If the motor was allowed to continue run- 
ning, my uncle could, and on two accasions 
did, get off the seat, walk up to the bird, pick 
it up and take it into the house to show the 
family. On these occasions the bird was put 
in a cage, fed, kept overnight and liberated 
in the morning. As pheasants are a’ novelty 
in my part of the State, I write to‘ask if curi- 
osity is as prevalent in all pheasants as in 
this one?’ 

One could hardly say that a tractor is likely 
to have such an effect on all pheasants. Were 
this the case the pheasants of the country at 
large would be kept busy. While this is the 
first instance which has come to my attention 
of a pheasant being drawn out by a tractor, 
I have known of several instances in which a 


‘ruffed grouse has appeared, and in one or two . 


cases disputed the right of way with the big 
machine. I know of one instance in which, 
whenever the tractor started work in a field 
adjoining a piece of woodland, a ruffed grouse 
accepted the challenge of the throbbing of the 
engine. Apparently the bird mistook it for 
the drumming of a rival. 


’The Vandal Is Ever With Us. 
It is curious how many people have the 


vandal complex. I have seen many people 
who looked intelligent, but who were engaged 
in the most unintelligent business of being 
vandals. I refer to the despoilers of roadside 
heauty, The pussy-willow gatherers have had 
their inning. The mutilated willows hold out 
their broken and bruised branches in mute 
evidence. And now all along the waysides the 
early spring flowers are in bloom. They offer 
a temptation not to be resisted. The automo- 
biles disgorge their pilferers, young and old, 
A wonder ’tis that any plants survive. Many 
of the rare species do not survive. And when 
these flowers have been picked, when the 
roadside has been stripped of the beauty 
with which Nature has sought to clothe it, 
what have the plunderers? A mass of wilted, 
pathetic, drooping flowers, which all too fre- 
quently are thrown away before-ever home is 
reached. The roadside has been robbed and 
the robber has no gain.: Some of our. most 
beautiful wild flowers need the protection of 
your friendship quite as much as-do some of 
the rarer species of our birds. 
A Naturalist’s Question Box. 

‘Noes the clipping of a bird’s wing incapaci- 
tate that bird permanently? If not, do the 
clipped feathers grow out, or do new feathers 
take their place?”’ inquires the Rev. George M, 
Whyte. . : 

No, the bird is not permanently incapact- 
tated. In the course of time the wing feath- 
ers will be molted, the clipped feathers will 
drop out and new ones take their place.

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Youth in Home-School Program | 
Topic of Parent-Teacher Group | 
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Cleveland, Ohio (A.P.).—Four ages of 
childhood and youth and their relation to a 
sevenfold program for home and school will 
be the general topic of the thirty-second an- 
nual convention of the National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers in Cleveland, April 28 
to May 5. 

The four ages are defined as preschool, 
elementary school, high school and college. 

The seven divisions of the educational pro- 
gram of the congress are health, worthy 
home membership, vocational effectiveness, 
tools, technique, spirit of learning, wise 
use of ‘leisure, useful citizenship and ethical 
character, 

The part home and school play in the ad- 
justment> of each childhood age to each of 
the educational divisions will be discussed 
by approximately 1,500 educators and parents 


who will attend the convention,

Nerve Messages Heard.

menters in psychology at the University of

Watson knew his stars and lost no time in 
notifying the Royal Observa-cry at Cape Good 
Hope that a new star had appeared in the 
sky. His observations were promptly verified 
by the observatory.

HLiow does a new star come into being? it 
will be asked. That in itself is something of 
amystery. The theory generally believed is 
that new stars are merely cld faint ones 
which for some reason have suddenly burst 
into brilliancy. This seems to be the case 
with Nova Pictoris, for upon photographic 
plates in the Harvard Observatory, in the ex- 
Pet position of the nova, a faint tenth-mag- 
nitude star had remained unchanged in 
brightness since 1890, when it was first pho- 
tographed. The outburst of light which 
raised the star to the brightness which Wat- 
gon observed must have been a very sudden 
one. After discovery the nova continued to 
grow brighter for about three weeks, when it 
shone as a star of the first magnitude. It 
was then fully 4,000 times brighter than it 
appeared on the older Harvard photographs. 
Since that time it has slowly faded, though 
it is still a fairly bright star.

MYHIRE have been new stars which greatly 

exceeded this remarkabie outburst—some 
that have increased their “brightness by as 
much as 60,000 times in several days. Such 
tremendous outbursts of light can not be re- 
garded as the outcome of orderly evolution; 
they result from a giganiic catastrophe. This 
conclusion is upheld by the quality of light, 
made on the spectograph, tnat a nova emits, 
which shows that the steliar atmosphere is 
strongly disturbed aud in a very abnormal 
condition. 


The nature of such a Catastrophe is still 
uncertain. It has been suggested that the 
outburst might be due to the collision of two 
dark and comparatively obscure stars; for 
such a collision would, of course, produce an 
incalculable amount of energy in the form of 
heat and light. Stars are unbelievably mas- 
sive bodies, as compared to terrestrial stand- 
ards, and they are traveling through space at 
velocities which range from a few miles to 
40 miles a second, 

Our own sun, which is extremely ordinary, 
both in mass and brilliance, is 300,000 times 
as large as the earth ana, attended by its 
planets, is rushing through space in the direc- 
t'on of the constellation H2icules at the rate 
of 121% miles per second, or 4,000,000,000 
miles every year. Think what the result 
would be if it met in head-on collision with 
another star of equal mass, traveling at an

will be possible to see the split with a small 
telescope and perhaps later with the naked 
eye. It is common for new stars to develop 
envelopes of gas gradually, but never to 
split in two. 

The first thought of explanation for this 
strange breaking up of the Nova Pictoris is 
internal combustion, an earthquake type of 
disturbance on so great a scale as to split the 
star in two segments. This would not neces- 
sarily be the result of one grand upheaval, 
but rather of successive ones along the weak- 
est line of the star’s crust. In dealing with 
these hypothetical forces it should be remem- 
bered that the amount of energy which could 
be sent forth by internal combustion on this 
vast star is so great that it might easily 
shatter the star in fragments as a chicken 
breaks its shell. Stars are in a constant state 
of gaseous combustion, creating energy on a 
scale undreamed of and wholly unappreciable 
by man. '

HARVARD authority states that while it 
is possible that the star has split there 
are two other possibilities to be considered. 

‘It may be,” he says, “that the star has 
always been a double one, but that the second 
part has never before been observed. When 
Nova Pictoris was first observed, in 1925, it 
was so brilliant that no faint companion star 
could have been observed. The brilliance of 
the star has now faded. so that it might now 


. be possible to see a faint companion star

“The second possibility is that the second 


object now seen is not a star but the con- 
densation of gas near the star.’ The new star 
is surrounded by an envelope of gas, or a 
nebula. Some violent commotion took place 
which caused its brightness when it was first 
observed.

Dr. Edwin M. Frost, director of the Yerkes 
Observatory, Williams Bay, Wis., states that 
he believes it easily possible that the nova 
may have been accompanied by a darker star 
which only became visible after the nova 
sank to the sixth magnitude in brilliance. He 
says: 

“From present information I should not 
infer that the companion had separated from 
nova at the date of the explosion but in the 
normal progress of evolution. My colleague, 
Prof. Van Briescbroeck, an expert on double 
stars, shares my views.’’ 

Another thought is suggested by a state- 
ment made by Sir Oliver Lodge some months 
after the discovery of Nova Pictoris. In re- 
ferring to the new star he stated that’ the 
force of gravity is so great on it that a match 
would weigh 50 pounds and that a $5 gold 
piece would weigh a ton. In a body with 
such a terrific centripetal force it is easy to 
believe that should some, overwhelming up- 
heaval or collision with another body rend it 
asunder, the new centers of gravity imme- 
diately established in the two major separate 
segments would be of such strength as to 
attract the fragments nearest them and so 
form only two distinct pieces with a definite 
division between them—this, of course, as- 
suming that the two major segments were of 
approximately equal size. If inhabitants of 
the earth were to be placed upon a planet 
with such a force of gravity, they would not 
only be unable to stand or sit but, if they re- 
clined, the very weight of their own bodies 
would crush and flatten them to the thickness 
of paper. In other words the weight of the 
human body on such a; planet would be

Regarding the reluctance of the scientists 
lo admit the possibility of Nova Pictoris 
breaking asunder, the theory of the relation 
between our own earth and the moon should 
be recalled. While there are many who op- 
pose this view, the theory that the moon was 
Once part of the earth and was parted from 
it countless ages ago by some tremendous 
internal upheaval remains the popular belief 
of our day. 

At the time this separation is thought to 
have taken place it is believed that the earth 
was spinning so swiftly on its axis that the 
length of a day was only about four hours. 
This swift turning of the earth is thought to 
have thrown off its fragment, the moon, which 
has been slowly receding ever since. It is 
now known that the earth is revolving a bit

If [ were asked who I thought 
the greatest hero 
its birth, 
present day, I 
hesitation. 

The greatest figure of the eighteenth 
century, without was George 
Washington. 

He was the greatest commander of 
the Revolution. With his army he 
suffered the bitter cold and privations 
of Valley Forge. At the close of the 
war he was one of the master minds 
who drew up the Constitution. He 


was the first President of the United 
States, and he molded so firmly the 
foundation of the Government that it 
is now the greatest republic in. the 
world. 

In the nineteenth century, when the 
Ship of State was floundering in the 
dark and stormy waters of war, per- 
llously near the rocks of disaster, the 
hand of Abraham Lincoln guided it 
safely to the harbor of peace. 

The life of this great man was ended 
by the bullet of an assassin. His tall 
figure, clothed in an ill-fitting black 
coat and a rusty silk hat, will go 
down through ages, the greatest of 
the nineteenth century. 

But what of the twentieth century 
SO far? It has had its warriors, states- 
men and inventors, but to me one of 
these is the greatest. A Western lad 
unknown a year ago is the greatest of 
them all.

Lindbergh will be remembered in 
history not only as an intrepid aviator, 
but also as one personifying the high- 
est ideals of the youth of twentieth 
century America.
